Did you ever notice how people make a 
double take when someone under 40 makes a 
name for themselves in politics? I guess par- 
ty people wonder if that whipper-snapper hSs 
paid "his dues; carried the water to the 
elephant or whatever. 

In Lake County the Young KepuDUcans are 
hoping to put an end to that. Their goal is to 
get people between the ages of 18 and 36 ac- 
tive in the political system. 

Much of the credit for the organization of 
Lake County Young Republicans goes to 
County Chairman Bob Neal who, throughout 
the, process, has encouraged the activities of 
YR. The party and Republican Federation 
have even offered them office space at 
Waukegan headquarters. 

The result, according to YR President Jim 
Bucar of Antioch, is '*a nice show of com- 
paniship — one group under one roof working 
for the sarnie goals." 

The big test however, said Bucar, still 
remains; That is to see how the party faith- 
fuls respond." "They've said they 'want to 
help, so now we'll see. Of course our in- 
tentions are to help them in return." 

Young Republicans provides an activity in 
which members can acquire a basic un- 
derstanding of the difference between the 
two major political parties. It also hopes to 
cutlivate future candidates and party 
leaders. . ' ._ 

Bucar said the YR's plan to get involved 
working,for_cand idates in the future. T hey 
won't be endorsing candidates, but rather 
will follow the endorsements of the senior 
party. Right now the concern is'to get the; 
group organized and active. Efforts are 
toward membership rather than politics. 

Locally, the group is well on its way toward 
* reaching its goals. A phone bank has been 
used to encourage township chairman and 
party leadership to look to their com- 
miteemen to look in their precinct or village 
for individuals who might be interested in- 
YR. 

"There's been a pretty good reception. 
There's no anti-youth sentiment. They've 
taken us seriously, " said Bucar 



Current . officers ^ include Bucar, Vice 
President Bill Gill of Zion,Xorr_espgnding 
Sec. Tony Pastella of Waukegan, Recording 
Sec. Carol Fischer of Libertyville and 
TreasurerVeda Moretti .of Highland Park. 
Other members irtclude notables like State 
Rep. Robert Churchill (R-Lake Villa) and 
State Senator David Barkhausen (R- 
Waukegan). 

Membership goal has been set at 100 by the ■ 
group's July njeeting and they'rie well on 
their way toward the goal. When, they sur- 
passed 60 members early this y^ar, they 
became the third largest YR group in the 
state and in only their first year. 

Participation by local members in the 
state organization has itself been an 
education in politics, Bucar admitted. 

"Since we've been growing, they've (state 
organization) taken an active interest in us,*' . 
said Bucar. He noted that for many mem- 
bers, Young Republicans provides the first 
exposure to group dynamics and political 
organizations. 

•" Bticar admits that since the membership 
statewide* is Ynade up of potential fUtlire 
politicians, there's a lot of "politics" in- 
volved in the state organization, it's com- 
mittees. and even the inner working of other 
county organizations. That's something that 
local YR's haven't been involved with and 
hope doesn't enter into how their local group 
is run. 

"Right now we want to get young people in- 
to the group and educate them on 
Republicanism and provide a channel 
~thTougirwfiich young people can enter~into~ 
the senior party," said Bucar. "We want to 
^maintain their interest. -^^- — 

"We hope to be able to cultivate future can- 
didates and leaders. No doublt some present 
members will run for office in the future, but 
s-that*s-not-a-main-priority-now~said Bucar. 



"But for those who do have political am- 
bitions, and there are quite a few, Young 
Republicans will hopefully provide the 
background and contacts and help them pay 
their dues. Realistically, I guess that's a part 
of it, "said Bucar. 

Membership dues are $5 yearly and the 
group meets monthly at locations throughout 
the county.

• For quite a while law enforcement agen- 
cies and citizens'have been blaming many of 
•the judges that sit on the benches of our court 
system in cases where convicted felons are 
either given sentences deemed too light or let 
go with a slap on the hand and-or probation. ' 

But lately there have been citizen groups 
monitoring trials that are taking place to let 
the judges know that their decisions and the 
penalities that they are handing down are 
being well and loudly noted. 

Could thiq^be a good way to help the elec- 
torate become more informed onihe Gods 
that hold so many futures in their hands, in- 
cluding the future of the man on the street 
when a dangerous person is sent back into 
society unpunished?^ 

Recently a Milwaukee judge serving m the 
Kenosha County Circuit Court system an- 
nounced that he would no longer sit on 
Kenosha's bench.
